Council Ends Term 
McDonald 1st Year 

Reminiscences and expressions 
of mutual regard were the order of 
the evening as the city council met 
for the last session of its elected 
term Monday night. The meeting 
also marked City Manager Chas. 
T. McDonald’s first year of service 
in that capacity. 

McDonald reviewed the year’s 
achievements of the council in some 
eighteen items, the most difficult in 
his opinion being the charter 
changes put through at the last ses¬ 
sion of the State Legislature. 

Council members voiced their ap¬ 
preciation of McDonald’s services 
and McDonald said he appreciated 
serving them. Councilman Allen 
D. Morrison said he had been in 
twenty-one elections and now he 
was through. Mayor Thomas J. 
Canning voiced the city’s apprecia¬ 
tion of Morrison’s services. And 
so it went. 

Business Too 

Business was transacted at the 
meeting, too. Councilwoman Bet¬ 
ty Harrington presented two mo¬ 
tions which were unanimously 
passed. The first requested the 
manager to expand the music de¬ 
partment, and the second request¬ 
ed the manager to call a meeting 
to study the social and welfare 
needs of the community. > 

On Councilman Frank Lastner’s 
motion, McDonald was authorized 
to attend a public works equipment 
show in Kansas City next week. 

Departmental reports yielded 
the information, among other items, 
that 700 children attended the baby 
playground programs and that the 
city received $100 from the softball 
tournament. 

Mrs. Paul T. Kosatka was ap¬ 
pointed to the Drop Inn advisory 
board by unanimous vote.

The day is a legal holi¬ 
day in Maryland to commemorate 
the successful resistance of Balti¬ 
more to British invaders in 1814.

Greenbelters At Opening 
Of Co-op Packing Plant 

Greenbelters Sam Ashelman, 
John Brown, Dan Livingston, and 
Elmer Faulconer were among a 
crowd of about 4000 friends and 
members who attended the Shen- 
Valley Meat Packers, Inc. dedica¬ 
tion of their new plant at Timber- 
vill, Va.. on September 12. Dr. 
John R. Hutcheson, chancellor of 
the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
gave the main address of the dedi¬ 
cation ceremonies. The Greenbelt 
visitors conveyed the best wishes 
of a consumer cooperative to a pro 
ducer cooperative, and made addi¬ 
tional contacts to improve GCS’ 
source of supply. 

The new plant, which cost about 
iy 2 million dollars, is said to.be the 
most modern meat-packing plant in 
America. It has 110,000 square 
feet of space on three floors and a 
production capacity of 600.000 
pounds of meat per week, made up 
of 500 steers, 500 sheep, 500 calves, 
and 1500 hogs. Slaughtering of 
livestock will not be started until 
the latter part of October by the 
Shen-Valley Packers. Dan Liv¬ 
ingston, the co-op area meat buyer, 
said he is looking forward to deal¬ 
ing with them. The Greenbelt 
group werit through the Poultry 
Cooperative dressing plant and 
made arrangements to have fresh 
eviscerated chickens shipped direct¬ 
ly to Greenbelt in the future.

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Polite Politics 

The ladies and gentlemen of the current pre-election period 
(we can’t quite call it a campaign) have reminded Greenbelters 
that the words “politics” and “polite” have a common derivation. 
Such admirable restraint! Our hats are off to the eleven candi¬ 
dates who have proved that sanity can reign in Greenbelt in the 
months before a council election. 

Now that we’ve expressed the proper sentiments with re¬ 
spect to the courteous silence that has characterized these >past 
few months, we’d like to let down our hair and admit that as 
journalists we sort of miss the hectic frenzy of past elections. 
Cooperator staff members have always interested themselves per¬ 
sonally in such slugfests, although The Cooperator itself has never 
taken sides. In 1947, galley proofs were so marked up when the 
paper was pasted together, in order to brief the latest “flyer,” that 
we were ashamed to send the dummy to the printer. 

And remember how we crowded around the firehouse on the 
night of the election to listen to the results over the loudspeaker.? 
How we dashed to the drugstore for coffee between sub-tallies? 

Besides the stimulation to adrenalin output, there is a more 
public-spirited justification for campaign furors. Candidates are 
put on the spot in the crossing of words, and forced to state in 
definite terms what they propose. Few of the newcomers to the 
political arena have done that this year, because there has been 
no pressure. A lot of “I hate sin” generalities have been utter¬ 
ed instead. We intend to go to the auditorium Monday night 
and see what the council contenders have to say in answer to 
specific questions. 

And we do not believe that the lack of bickering indicates that 
each of the 11 candidates is equally qualified for the job, so we 
intend to pick our five next Tuesday, and hope all registered voters 
will do the same.

Greenbelt sports fans who have developed a “so what?” at¬ 
titude over the Washington Senators’ annual performances might 
look a little closer to home for local heroes to worship.

Registration Begins 
For Adult Education 

Registration for adult education 
classes starting in October may be 
made by .phone or letter to Mrs. 
Mary J. Kinzer’s office in the ad¬ 
ministration building in Greenbelt. 

Registration leaflets will be dis¬ 
tributed by the County Board of 
Education to each of the three pub¬ 
lic schools in Greenbelt. Pupils 
will be requested to take home to 
parents the leaflets listing possible 
adult classes. Interested parents 
should fill in courses desired and 
return to school principals by Fri¬ 
day, September 23. These will be 
tabulated and classes will be or¬ 
ganized for each group having 15 
or more persons registered. 

The following classes may be 
held at the high school on Monday 


and Wednesday nights: typing, 
woodwork, art, and beginners’ 
sewing. 

These classes may be held one or 
two nights per week at the Center 
school on Tuesday or Thursday 
nights: orchestra, chorus, Spanish, 
public speaking, and child study. 

Additional classes may be organ¬ 
ized if there is sufficient demand. 
Classes are limited to 15 or 20 stu¬ 
dents, depending on the subject. All 
classes will be scheduled for two- 
hour sessions, probably from 7:30 
to 9:30 p.m. 

The first semester courses will 
be in operation for 12 weeks. High 
school credit is not given for any 
adult classes. A $1 registration fee 
for the semester is required for each 
course.

THANKS TO MARBURY 

The citzens of Prince Georges 
County owe Judge Charles C. Mar- 
bury an everlasting debt of grati¬ 
tude for his forthright stand in nul¬ 
lifying the slot machine law. 

We all appreciate his courageous 
action in sparing our county from 
being duped by selfish interests. 
Subsequent events since the refer¬ 
endum have proven that our worst 
fears were not groundless. The last 
minute activities of the proponents 
of the law were indicative of the 
type of “campaign” that cannot face 
up to honest argument. I refer spe¬ 
cifically to their deluge of handbills 
promising reductidn in taxes (with¬ 
out consulting or getting the ap¬ 
proval of the tax assessor’s office 
for such a statement!), promising 
restoration of the school budget cut 
(a third of a million dollars from a 
possible $200,000 in licensing fees!), 
all this in additon to caring for the 
county roads, etc. All of these 
promises were made too late to re¬ 
fute in the County press. 

I am sure that we would find an 
entirely different vote should the 
referendum be held today. For now 
people have learned that there 
would have been an influx of outside 
gambling syndicates, despite the 
best efforts of the writers of the 
law to keep them out. And we 
have only to refer to the James Col- 
ligan article in the Washington 
Times-Herald to learn that hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars were 
being put up for machines as well 
as “fronts and sites” for gambling 
locations. 

We all realize that this decision 
was no mere matter of sentiment 
with Judge Marbury. His decision 
was based entirely upon the law 
and the way this bill in particular 
was worded. Regardless of his per¬ 
sonal opinion of legalized gambling, 
I am sure that to him the wording 
of the bill with its subterfuge (im¬ 
plying “amusement gambling”!) 
was as “immoral” as it was illegal.

Halifax Co-op Has 
“Growing Pains”

Halifax Consumer Cooperative, 
Limited, has growing pains. I 
visited this small cooperative , in 
Nova Scotia last week and found it 
to be passing through what I would 
compare to the pre-Ashelman pe¬ 
riod in Greenbelt. 

Preceding the present manager 
of the store, Charley Parker, was 
a long list of disgruntled and some¬ 
times inefficient men who had help¬ 
ed to bring this promising enter¬ 
prise almost to the point of failure. 
With Charley Parker at the helm, 
things are beginning to improve. 
As a practical businessman he has 
instituted practices which will elim¬ 
inate such wastes as over stocking 
and careless buying. He is giving 
better supervision to employees and 
has started more efficient and pe¬ 
riodic inventories. He advocates 
less credit and possibly elimination 
of credit to customers. Also, the 
needless return of merchandise by 
customers is being discouraged. 

As a cooperator, Mr. Parker is 
making direct appeal to members 
for the support and patronage they 
should get. To achieve this an 
edticational campaign is being start¬ 
ed. Before leaving, I suggested 
correspondence with Sam Ashel- 
man might bring forth a few help¬ 
ful suggestions. Mr. Parker con¬ 
curred. 


Mayor’s Platform 

As a candidate for reelection to 
the City Council, I favor: contin¬ 
ued cooperation of the City Coun¬ 
cil with efforts to enable residents 
to purchase their homes on a mu¬ 
tual basis; the purchase of public 
utilities by the city—the mainte¬ 
nance and operation of these fa¬ 
cilities (water, electricity and sew¬ 
age) will provide a source of rev¬ 
enue to the City and thus lighten 
the tax burden on the individual;

In situation after situation, 
Greenbelters are handed accom¬ 
plished facts, where their interests 
are at stake, with no thought as to 
what we want. 

We have our own choice for a 
team of five, and hope that they 
will be elected. But even more than 
that, we hope that Greenbelt’s voice 
will be strong enough to be heard 
and heeded.

SALZMAN STATEMENT 

The disposition of Greenbelt by 
the Federal Government will pre¬ 
sent many difficult problems to the 
next City Council. Close harmony 
and integration of the City Coun¬ 
cil and the mutual group is essen¬ 
tial toward the future operation of 
Greenbelt in the best interests of 
the residents. 

Many people have asked me 
whether I will remain active in mu¬ 
tual housing if elected to the City 
Council.

housing project in Prince Georges 
County sent their tenants the fol¬ 
lowing; “Accordingly, in prepara¬ 
tion for the end of rent control, as 
indicated above, and to comply 
with the provisions of our rental 
agreement, you are herewith noti¬ 
fied that our present rantal agree¬ 
ment will be terminated on Novem¬ 
ber 30, 1949. Tenants may protect 
themselves by signing a new rental 
agreement at the higher rate indi¬ 
cated above.” The new rate being 
a mere 25% higher than the exist¬ 
ing controlled rental. 

Controls Still Needed 
This example clearly indicates 
that rent controls are still needed 
badly. The fact that one bedroom 
apartments at $75, and two bed¬ 
room apartments at $92, go begging 
in new construction does not indi¬ 
cate that the housing shortage is 
over and that rent controls are no 
longer needed. It merely shows 
that few people can or are willing 
to pay such high rentals. If ren¬ 
tal housing is allowed to climb still 
higher by removing rent controls, 
it will place more people in the 
market to purchase homes, and bol¬ 
ster the present falling market in 
new construction. Such has been 
the recent experience in Wisconsin 
when that state decontrolled rents.
